Committee wants 
brakes put on speed 


Slower residential speeds 
could soon be a neigh¬ 
bourhood’s choice. 

A council committee 
made the recommenda¬ 
tion yesterday following 
discussion on a pilot proj¬ 
ect that saw speed limits 
dropped in six communi¬ 
ties from 50lcm/h to 
40lcm/h. 

Alan Bolstad, with the 
Edmonton Federation of 
Community Leagues, sug¬ 
gested the lower limit for 
all residential roads. 

“I’m inclined to agree 
but I think we have to get 
there in bits,” said Coun. 
Ben Henderson. 

Slowing down through¬ 
out the city would require 
a change to the provincial 
Traffic Safety Act, which 
transportation boss Bob 
Boutilier doubts, stating it 
would instead result in 
erecting “tens of thou¬ 
sands” of signs. 

City staff will instead 
determine how neigh¬ 
bourhoods can apply to

“In 
the older neighbourhoods 
traffic cuts through, and 
in the newer ones the 
roads are big speedways.” 

Other traffic calming 
measures, such as narrow¬ 
ing wide streets or in¬ 
stalling speed bumps, can 
also be considered, she 
said.

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Knox returns, thanks supporters 


O Arrives back in U.S. after acquittal in Italy 
O Prosecutor could still appeal verdict 



Amanda Knox returned to 
her hometown of Seattle 
yesterday and was as over¬ 
come with emotion as she 
was a day earlier in Italy, 
when she was acquitted on 
murder charges after four 
years in prison. 

“Thank you for being 
there for me,” she tearfully 
told her supporters in front 
of a crowd of reporters 
from two continents. 

“I’m really over¬ 
whelmed right now,” she 
said at a news conference 
minutes after she was es¬ 
corted off a British Airways 
flight out of London. 

Knox’s life turned 
around dramatically Mon¬ 
day when an Italian ap¬ 
peals court threw out her 
conviction in the sexual as¬ 
sault and fatal stabbing of 
her British roommate in 
2007. 


“I was looking 
down from the 
airplane, and it 
seemed like 
everything wasn’t 
real.”

Yesterday a courtroom 
picture of Knox crying af¬ 
ter the verdict was read ap¬ 
peared on the front pages 
of newspapers in Italy, the 
U.S., Britain and around 
the world. 

After arriving at the 
Seattle-Tacoma Interna¬ 
tional Airport, Knox, now 
24, sobbed at the news con¬ 
ference and held her moth¬ 
er’s hand as her lawyer 
Theodore Simon said her 
acquittal “unmistakably 
announced to the world” 
that she was not responsi¬ 
ble for the killing of Mered¬ 


ith Kercher. 

After her parents of¬ 
fered their thanks to 
Knox’s lawyers and sup¬ 
porters, Knox spoke 
briefly, saying, “They’re re¬ 
minding me to speak in 
English, because I’m hav¬ 
ing problems with that.” 

“Thank you to everyone 
who’s believed in me, who 
has defended me, who has 
supported my family,” she 
said. 

“My family’s the most 
important thing to me so I 
just want to be with them.” 

Knox’s acquittal, fueled 
by doubts over DNA evi¬ 
dence, stunned the vic¬ 
tim’s family and angered 
the prosecution, which in¬ 
sists that she was among 
three people who killed 
Kercher, 21. But for Knox’s 
grandmother Elisabeth 
Huff, “it was like the 


weight of the world had 
gone.” 

“We all are as happy as 
can be. I can’t tell you how 


long we’ve been looking 
forward to this day,” Huff 
told The Associated Press 
outside her home in West 


Seattle, a tight-knit com¬ 
munity a few miles across 
Elliott Bay from down¬ 
town.

New CEO Tim Cook led 
the show after Jobs, who 
has been battling health 
problems, resigned from 
the post in August. 

Cook, wearing a navy 
blue button-down shirt 
and jeans, opened by call¬ 
ing his nearly 14-year 
tenure at Apple “the privi¬ 
lege of a lifetime.” Those 
in the audience clapped as 
he entered, but the reac¬ 
tion seemed more muted 
than what Jobs had recent¬ 
ly received. 

Cook said the iPhone 4, 
which came out in June 
2010, sold more quickly 
than previous models, but 
Apple has just five per 
cent of the worldwide 
handset market. 

Apple is hoping to grow 


that with a new model. 
The new iPhone 4S has an 
improved camera with a 
higher-resolution sensor. 
The processor is faster, 
which helps run 
smoother, more realistic 
action games. It’s also a 
“world phone,” which 
means that Verizon 
iPhones will be useable 
overseas, just as AT&T 
iPhones already are. 

The new iPhone also 
comes with new mobile 
software, iOS 5, that in¬ 
cludes such features as the 
ability to sync content 
wirelessly, without having 
to plug the device to a Mac 
or Windows machine. 

Apple said the new 
phone will come in black 
or white. Its U.S. price will 
be $199 for a 16 gigabyte- 
version, $299 for 32 GB 


and $399 for 64 GB — all 
with a two-year service 
contract requirement. 

IOS 5 will also be avail¬ 
able on Oct. 12 for existing 
devices — the iPhone 4 
and 3GS, both iPad models 
and later versions of the 
iPod Touch. 

Apple said Oct. 12 will 
also mark the launch of its 
new iCloud service, which 
will store content such as 
music, documents, apps 
and photos on Apple’s 
servers and let people ac¬ 
cess them wirelessly on 
numerous devices. 

Apple also touted the 
popularity of its products 
and unveiled a new line of 
iPods, including a Nano 
model with a multi-touch 
display that promises to 
be easier to navigate.

Trekking on an 

87-year-old 

mystery 

A proposed expedition to Mount 
Everest later this year could solve 
an 87-year-old mystery: Did two 
British adventurers, George Mallory 
and Andrew Irvine, reach the top of 
the mountain? 

Mallory and Irvine began their 
assault on June 6, 1924. They were 
last spotted around 1 p.m. on June 
8, climbing an obstacle. They were, 
according to Scientific American, 


less than a kilometre from the sum¬ 
mit. And then the weather turned 
bad and they were never seen 
again. 

Their disappearance has prompt¬ 
ed many in the climbing communi¬ 
ty — and beyond — to speculate on 
what happened to the pair. More 
than half a dozen expeditions have 
scaled Everest over the years to find 
the missing men and write the final 
chapter in their mysterious demise. 

The tale of these two climbers 
has long fired the imagination of 
Tom Holzel, an Everest historian, 
climber and American 
businessman. He’s the man behind 
the latest expedition, which is sup¬ 
posed to head out in December.

Clooney waxes political 

O Ides of March reflects cynicism of the times, says actor-turned-director © That’s ‘probably good’

George Clooney’s new film, 
Ides of March, takes what 
some might call a cynical 
look at the state of Ameri¬ 
can politics, but that 
doesn’t mean the director 
and star — ever the opti¬ 
mist — has given up on the 
system all together. 

“I think it’s cyclical,” he 
says. “I think we’re at a pe¬ 
riod of time where it’s prob¬ 
ably not our best moment 
in politics, but if you look at 
the things Jefferson and 
Adams did to each other, 
the 1800 election was pret¬ 
ty rotten and evil. Things 
change and are cyclical, so 
I’m hopeful.” 

The film, based on Beau 
Willimon’s play Farragut 
North, follows an idealistic 
young campaign worker 


(Ryan Gosling) whose work 
for a charismatic candidate 
(Clooney) during the Demo¬ 
cratic primary opens his 
eyes to the underbelly of 
politics. 

But as much as cam¬ 
paign signs and Beltway jar¬ 
gon make up the scenery of 
Ides of March, Clooney 
wants to make clear that 
this is not a political film — 
at least not the way he sees 
it. 

“I thought of this as a 
film about moral choices, 
not about political strife,” 
he says. “I thought it was a 
fun moral tale, and once 
you put it in politics it sort 
of amps up the problems. 
There isn’t a person you 
have met that hasn’t been 
met with moral questions. 
Everyone makes moral 
choices to better them¬ 
selves and hurt others 
along the way, whether the 


means justifies the ends.” 

In fact, he maintains, the 
political setting is actually 
incredibly incidental — es¬ 
pecially considering cur¬ 
rent events. “It could have 
been better in Wall Street,” 
he offers. 

With acclaimed films 
like Confessions of a Dan¬ 
gerous Mind and Good 
Night and Good Luck on his 
resume, Clooney is proving 
just as adept as a director as 
he is as an actor. 

So how different is the 
Clooney behind the camera 
to the one audiences know? 
Not very. 

“He’s pretty much the 
same guy as George 
Clooney the actor,” he 
jokes. “Basically the same 
height, same hair. Pretty 
much the same.” 

As for his on-camera 
work for the film, surely 
Clooney used some real-life 


models in portraying a top- 
ranking politico, right? Not 
so much, he insists. 

“No, there really 
weren’t” any existing pub¬ 
lic figures used for this ba¬ 
sis of his character, Clooney 
says. “There’s just so many 
ways to get in trouble with 
this answer. There were 
enough examples that we 
just picked little pieces of 
whatever we wanted.” 

But he maintains that 
viewers going out looking 
for those real-world corol¬ 
laries are wasting their 
time. “People think it’s 
about the John Edwards 
thing, but this was written 
before the John Edwards 
thing even broke,” Clooney 
offers as an example. 

It’s all part of the percep¬ 
tion problem people have 
with movies — especially 
political movies — and 
their place in culture, 


Clooney explains. 

“Films don’t lead the 
way. In general it takes 
about two years to get a 
film made,” he says. 

“People think that films 
somehow are trying to lead 
society. Mostly we’re re¬ 
flecting the moods and 
thoughts that are going on 
in our country and around 
the world. If this film re¬ 
flects some of the cynicism 
that we’ve seen in recent 
times, that’s probably good. 
It’s not a bad thing to hold a 
mirror up and look at some 
of the things we’re doing. 
It’s not a bad thing to look 
at how we elect our offi¬ 
cials.”

I f the 

premise of

“The Twilight Zone 
episode called Steel with 
Lee Marvin, written by 
Richard Matheson, was in 
the ’60s,” says Real Steel 
director Shawn Levy. 

“It was about a robot 
boxing promoter, a guy 
who owns robots and 
fights them for money. 
From there we beefed it 
up.” 

In its original run the 
anthology series mixed 
and matched science fic¬ 
tion, comedy, supernatu¬ 



ral and occult stories usu¬ 
ally featuring ordinary 
people in extraordinary 
circumstances. 

Hosted by Rod Serling, 
it was must see TV with a 
catchy theme song, which 
influenced thousands of 
writers and directors. 

Three series and a 
movie have officially 
claimed the Twilight 
Zone name but dozens of 
other films have been ei¬ 
ther directly — or indi¬ 
rectly — inspired by the 
show. 

Submitted for your ap¬ 
proval, here is a list of 
movies that owe a debt to 
one of the greatest televi¬ 
sion shows ever. 

The 1996 Kyle 
MacLachlan thriller The 
Trigger Effect was a re¬ 
working of a classic 
episode called The Mon¬ 
sters Are Due on Maple 
Street, which shows the 
effects of a power failure 
on a neighbourhood. 

Named the best Twi¬ 


light Zone episode by 
Time Magazine, the show 
is still shown in class¬ 
rooms to illustrate how 
lethal a mix intolerance 
and panic can be. 

The film pays tribute to 
its television roots by 
placing its main charac¬ 
ters at the corner of 
Maple and Willoughby 
streets, a reference to an¬ 
other famous episode, A 
Stop at Willoughby. 

The Cameron Diaz 
movie The Box was a re¬ 
make of Button, Button, a 
story from the series’ 
1980 reinvention and 
Child’s Play, the movie 
which introduced the 
murderous doll Chuclcy 
seems to have looked to a 
1963 episode called Liv¬ 
ing Doll for inspiration. 

Two towering artists of 
modern horror can count 
the Twilight Zone as semi¬ 
nal to their work. 

The show perfected the

As Feist celebrated her

How do they do it? And 
why do it that way? 

Not long ago, while in 
New York to bask in the tri¬

“I like the process of get¬ 
ting really excited about an 
idea on Thursday or Fri¬ 
day,” Matt said, “and then 
there’s a whole drama to 
the week: We jump into it, 
then on Saturday we go, 
‘Hmmmm. I don’t know 
about this idea.’ And you 
start questioning it.” 

“But you don’t have a 
choice,” Trey interjected. 

“You’re trapped!” Matt 
agreed. 

The process — propelled 
by sophisticated computer 
software, endearingly raw 
animation and an abun¬ 
dance of adrenaline — 
clearly works. 

South Park hasn’t lost 
the funniness with which it 
views the world through 
the eyes of Stan, Kyle, Ken¬ 
ny and Cartman, four brat- 
ty, perpetually bundled-up 
youngsters in an unhinged 
Colorado cartoon town. 

A few months ago, South 
Park marked its midseason 
break in an unsettling way:

favourite foods, music, 
games, friends — he saw 
them all as crap. Literally. 
Graphically. With accompa¬ 
nying fart sounds. 

His maturing jadedness 
seemed echoed by the 
grown-ups in South Park. 

“How much longer can 
we keep doing this?” Stan’s 
mother asked his dad as 
they confronted their own 
lives. “Every week, it’s kind 
of the same story in a differ¬ 
ent way, but it just keeps 
getting more and more 
ridiculous.”

According to Rose, Ed¬ 
monton has been seeing 
significant upturns in the 
goods and manufacturing 
sectors over the past few 
months. 

“It is a recovery story 
from very depressed con¬ 
ditions during the reces¬ 
sion, some of it is just a 
bounce back from that,” 
said Rose. 

“Over the past couple of 
months, we have recov¬ 
ered all of the jobs we 
have lost and gotten into 
positive growth.” 

Rose credits the return 
of activity to the oilsands 
for this growth. 

Not all sectors have 
been seeing the same kind 
of growth that the manu¬ 
facturing sector has. 

Government sectors, 
such as health care and ed¬ 
ucation, have not seen a 
lot of movement in terms 
of employment since the 
recession. 

“Employment has been 
pretty much flat,” said 
Rose.“They are being very, 
very careftil about spend¬ 
ing.” 

The service and hospi¬ 
tality industry has been 
the slowest to see any kind 
of growth, according to 
Rose. 

Rose does expect to see 
growth begin to occur in 
the service sector over the 
coming months because of 
the relationship between 
the growth in the manu¬ 
facturing industry. 

“These are high-paying, 
full-time jobs and that is a 
real boost to incomes, in 
general, that is going to see

increased demands for per¬ 
sonal services,” said Rose. 

Although the global 
economy is looking fairly 
grim, it has slowed Ed¬ 
monton’s economic 
growth enough to avoid 
an unsustainable boom, 
something Rose said Ed¬ 
monton was not ready 
for. 

“We are beginning to 
get a lot of anecdotal evi¬ 
dence from the private 
sector about running into 
skill shortages,” said Rose. 

Rose is hoping the 


pause in the global econo¬ 
my will help Edmonton’s 
labour market adjust ap¬ 
propriately. 

Despite the global eco¬ 
nomic turmoil, Edmonton 
should expect to see em¬ 
ployment rates climb at a 
steady rate over the next 
several months, said Rose.

A career in real estate may 
seem attractive, but it is 
not for the faint of heart, 
according to one Edmon¬ 
ton industry professional. 

“You have got to be an 
enthusiastic self-starter, 
you have to be dedicated,” 
said Jon Hall, spokesper¬ 
son with the Real Estate 
Association of Edmonton. 

Once someone decides 
to get into the real estate 
industry in Edmonton, 
they must become li¬ 
censed by the Real Estate 
Council of Alberta (RECA). 

“Once you are licensed 
at a real estate associate, 
you can work anywhere in 
the province,” said Hall. 

The RECA helps to li¬ 
cense industry profession¬ 
als looking to provide 
services in residential, ru¬ 
ral, commercial, industrial 


Training for a real estate 
licence can be done at a 
number of institutions 
in Edmonton, including 
the Real Estate Training 
Institute (RETI). 

The RETI offers a 
number of flexible train- 

and investment real estate, 
along with property man¬ 
agement. 

To become licensed in 
Alberta, the applicant 
must have a Canadian 
high school diploma, be 
fluent in English and be at 
least 18 years old. 

If the applicant meets 
all of the above require¬ 
ments, the education may 
begin by taking a free on¬ 
line information session 
on the RECA website 
called Introduction to a Ca¬ 
reer in Real Estate. 


ing programs for real es¬ 
tate associates interested 
in residential, commer¬ 
cial or rural real estate. 

Program costs run 
from $795 to $1,895, not 
including exam fees.

Secondly, the applicant 
may then register in pro¬ 
grams offered through the 
Real Estate Associates Pro¬ 
gram (REAP). 

Once you have received 
your real estate licence in 
Alberta, there a few op¬ 
tions you can choose to 
start your career in the in¬ 
dustry, according to Hall. 

Although some people 
can succeed going it alone, 
Hall suggests finding a bro¬ 
kerage with which to sign. 

Edmonton has more 
than 200 brokerages and 


each brokerage has a dif¬ 
ferent model in which 
their associates make 
money. 

Hall says no matter 
what brokerage you join, 
you need to work hard to 
make money. 

“You eat what you kill,” 
said Hall. 

He adds that because 
many brokerages are com¬ 
mission based, it could be 
some time until a new as¬ 
sociate sees a commission. 

“You don’t get paid until 
the title transfer,” said 
Hall. 

He has seen some asso¬ 
ciates take up to a year to 
see a source of income in 
some cases. 

Hall also recommends 
joining a local real estate 
board to help propel one’s 
career.

A university education 
teaches you theory, where¬ 
as a co-op lets you apply 
those theories to the real 
world. I contacted the U of 
L career centre, researched 
potential employers and 
applied to the positions 
that appealed to me. 

I completed a 12-month 
co-op work term with the 
Government of Alberta as 
a project assistant for the 
Ministry of Employment 
and Immigration. 

Throughout my work 
term, I was pleasantly sur¬ 
prised with the challeng¬ 
ing work and the level of 
responsibility I was given. 
My colleagues valued the 
work I did and my supervi¬ 
sor always encouraged me 
to take advantage of any 
learning opportunities. 

This co-op experience 
added significant value to 
my university studies and 
gave me a head start in my 
career. A co-op work-term 
often serves as a “test 


drive” for both employers 
and students to evaluate if 
they’re suitable for employ¬ 
ment upon graduation. 

My advice to fellow stu¬ 
dents and recent graduates 
is to look for a position 
that offers you an opportu¬ 
nity for learning and ad¬ 
vancement. Research the 
employer you want to 
work for so you are able to 
articulate what you can 
bring to the table and 
what you hope to achieve 
from the experience.

It may seem unlikely that 
someone who drives a Zip- 
car two or three times a 
year is qualified to drive a 
Bentley Continental GT 
Convertible — a car worth 
$234,100 and goes from ze¬ 
ro to 60 m.p.h. in 3.2 
seconds. 

But, for two hours, I had 
an opportunity to drive one 
while testing out the Nokia 
Maps smartphone app — 
and for that, I’m a perfect 
candidate. While I know 
the streets of Toronto well, I 
don’t drive them, so on the 
rare occasion when I rent a 
car I inevitably get nervous 
and flustered and end up 
driving the wrong way 
down a one-way street. 

So, could an app really 


make me a more confident 
urban driver? While noth¬ 
ing could calm my nerves 
about driving a car with 
550 horses and worth more 
than my mortgage, I was 
willing to give the app a try. 
It comes free with Nokia 
smartphones and will be 
widely available on the 
Windows Phone platform 
in 2012. 

The smartphone can be 
mounted to the dash (with 
a suction-cup-lilce accesso¬ 
ry), so the app is hands-free 
and voice-guided. I liked the 
maps, which show slopes 
and curves, speed limits, 
traffic signals and stop 
signs, as well as real-time 
traffic. 

There are options for the 
fastest, shortest and green¬ 
est routes, and if you ignore 
The Voice’s directions, it

simply reroutes you. 

Maps cover more than 
140 countries in 80 lan¬ 
guages; one feature I like, 
which isn’t available on 
some navigation apps, is 
the ability to sideload maps 
on your smartphone, so if 
you’re in another city or 
countiy, you’re not racking 
up data roaming charges. 

The app also comes with 
Lonely Planet and Trip Advi¬ 
sor to help choose restau¬ 


rants, hotels and attrac¬ 
tions, which I used to find a 
cafe so I could load up on 
even more caffeine, which 
is just what a nervous driv¬ 
er needs. 

You can also personalize 
it with Own Voice, an app 
that allows you to record 
your own voice (or a loved 
one’s), and then hear the 
recorded voice for driving 
directions. 

But I particularly liked 
the option to use the sooth¬ 
ing sounds of Darth Vadar 
or Mr. T. Or a version creat¬ 
ed by Montreal electrofunk 
band Chromeo. 

The app is pretty much 
idiot-proof and got me 
where I wanted to go with¬ 
out getting confused, frus¬ 
trated or lost. 

And the Bentley got me 
there in style.

Common issues 

Hard, inconsistent or “slop¬ 
py” shifting from the 
Direct Shift Gearbox (DSG) 
may be caused by a faulty 
computer control or 
“mechatronics” unit, 
which controls this 
advanced transmission. 
Long-term reliability of the 
DSG gearbox is currently 
unclear. If you’re happy 
driving a manual, stick to 
your guns. 

Note that sporadic accel¬ 
eration or a “lumpy” feel to 
the engine’s power delivery 
could be related to faulty or 
failing ignition coils. 

Verdict 

There are more affordable 
and reliable ways to get 
around than the A3 — 
though a largely satisfied 
owner community suggests 
that the potential issues are 
far outweighed by the 
rewarding year-round driv¬ 
ing experience and luxury.
